(ere say that the latter protected him- 
eH when he stated that he would do 
nythlng and everything the district 
ttorney's office would ask of him by 
oupllng the statement that he would 
a act "In. the Interest of Justice." 
This promise Rabbi Nleto has de- 
l»red was made by Judge Lawlor 
Shortly after midnight on the 28th of 
Lprtl of last year, at the same time 
hat Judge Dunns declared that h.e 
rould allow Ruef to withdraw his plea 
t guilt to Indictment 305 and sub- 
itjtute a plea of not guilty and then 
Ismiga the case.

"I believe that neither Judge Dunne 


ior Judge Lawlor should sit In any of 
h» cases in which Ruef Is charged or, 
n fact, any of the graft cases. I De- 
lete by their acts they are dlsquall- 
ed. I believe that Dunne is disquali- 


fied for the reason that he has :been. a 
party to the giving of that Immunity 
contract to Ruef, In qonsideration of 
certain testimony to be given by the- 
Iznmunee. That Is a new word, 
I 


think, but It describes the person. 


DISQUAUDFIED. 


"That testimony was to be given, in 


his court. I believe that he is dis- 
qualified by'the rulings of the court 
and actions generally In the case, and 
that those were bound to be Influenc- 
ed. As a judical officer the fact that 
he-was a party to the obtaining of any 
testimony for one side as against the 
other would disqualify him from sit- 
ting in the case. 


"The statement of Rabbi Nieto that 


Judge Dunne in .the presence of Ruef, 
Habbl Nleto himself, Heney and Lang- 
don, 
said that he would do anything 


the prosecution wanted, showed that 
he was In anything but an unprejudic- 
ed frame of mind and the fact that he 
afterwards, in the trial of the case, did

tory of Jurisprudence/ shows that he 
was absolutely unfitted to try the case 
and the action of the judge in

Mr. Herbert Knox Smith, whose zeal In the 


caus<i of economic reform has been in no wise 
abated by the panic which he and his .kind did 
so rruch to bring on, is out with an answer 
to President Mpffett, of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana. The publication of this an- 
swer. It is officially given out, was. delayed 
several weeks, "for business reasons," because 
It was not deemed advisable to further excite 
the public mind, which was profoundly disturb- 
ed by the crisis. Now that the storm clouds, 
have rolled 
by, however, the Commissioner 
rushes again into the fray. 


Our readers, remember that the chief points 
In the defence of the Standard Oil Company, 
as presented by President Moftett, were, (1) 
that the rate of six cents on oil from Whiting 
to East St. Louis had been Issued- to 
the 
Standard Oil Company as the lawful rate by 
employes of the Alton, (2) that the 18-cent 
rate on file with the 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission was a class and ndi a commodity 
rate, never being Intended to apply to oil, (3J 
that oil was shipped In large quantities be- 
tween Whiting and East St. Louis over the , 
Chlcaigo and Eastern Illinois at six and one- 
fourth cents per hundred pounds, which has 
been filed with the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission as the lawful rate, and (4) that the 
18-cc-nt rate on oil was entirely out or pro- 
portion to lawful rates on other commodities 
between these points of a similar character, 
and of greater value, such, for example, as 
Unseed oil, the lawful rate on which was eight 
cents. President Moffett also stated that thou- 
sands of tons of freight had been sent by other 
shippers between these points under substan- 
tially the same conditions as governed 
the 
shipments of the Standard Oil Company. 
This defence of the Standard OH Company 
was widely quoted: and. has -undoubtedly exert- 
ed a powerful Influence.upon the public mind. 
Naturally the Administration, which has stak- 
ed the success of its campaign

company, endeavors to offset this Influence, 
and hence the new deliverance of Commis- 
sioner Smith.

to the. personnel 


of the revenue cutter service, has been 
again Introduced and will undoubtedly be 
passed. It provides for the appointment 
of & captain-commandant who shall be 
chief of $he division of revenue cutter 
service, with the rank and pay of a col- 
onel In the army, to serve four years, 
with right of reappolntment. 


There are provided sA senior captains 


with rank anot pay of a lieutenant-col- 
onel In the army, the number of captains 
to be reduced to six when these senior 
captains, are commissioned. 


There is also provided an engineer In 


chief with the rank and pay of a lieuten- 
ant-colonel In the. army, and six senior 
engineers with the rank and pay of a ma- 
jor. 
When retired, one who has served 


a captain-commandant or engineer 


In chief shall have the rank and pay of 
that grade; officers who served In the 
civil war shall be retired as of the next 
higher grade. 
The 
bill provides that 


Captain Charles P. Shoemaker shall be 
promoted on the retired Hat to the next 
higher grade. / 


A constructor or surgeon, after fifteen 


years' service shall have the pay and al- 
lowances of a captain in the revenue cut- 
ter service. Increase of pay for length of 
service la given to warrant and petty of- 
ficers. After serving five years, officers 
In thn lowest grade of the line or engi- 
neer corps may be advanced to the next 
grade after examination. Officers of the 
engineer corps are given the title of the 
army rank. Provision is made for sup- 
plying the enlisted 
men with 
uniform 


clothing. Provision Is made for an in- 
crease of five officers in each of the two 
lowestv trades of the line and engineer 
corps. The merits of the bill are so ob- 
vious that there is little doubt that it will 
be passed, particularly as the increase In 
expense Is only ?100,000.

Why Ruef Is Being Prosecuted. 


The prosecution is giving Raef the same treatment as it has 


given Wilson and Coffer. When they refused to alter their tes- 
timony given before the grand jury and to swear stronger in the 
Ford trials, they were indicted. 


It will be recalled that in one of the trials of Lovris Glass, Box- 


ton testified that Burns told him to rreike a false affidavit denying 
that he had been trapped if it became necessary in order to throw 
newspaper reporters off the scent. Is Ruef's testimony about im- 
munity and leniency fruit from the same tree, and is Ruefs refusal 
to manufacture more fruit of a similar variety the cause of the 
"bursting" of his immunity contract? 


.Throughout the trial of Ruef (which commenced, April 2, 1907) 


and ended with his plea of guilty (May 14, 1907), the prosecution 
•was well aware of all of the objections to the indictment which were 
relied upon by Schmitz on his appeal to the Court of Appeals. 
In 


January, 1907, Schmitz applied to the Supreme Court for habeas 
corpus upon the ground that the indictment was not good. The 
Supreme COUT dismissed the petition for habeas corpus upon the 
ground that you could not try the sufficiency of an indictment upon 
habeas corpus, but that that question must be decided upon appeal 
after conviction, if a conviction were obtained. In the habeas corpus 
matter the attorneys for Schmitz argued and they submitted a long 
printed brief to the Supreme Court, in which they set forth all of 
their objections to the indictment. These objections were numer- 
ous, and among them was the objection upon which the Court of 
Appeals sustained the demurrer to the indictment. The prosecution 
therefore was aware as early as January, 1907, that either the in- 
dictments in the Frendi restaurant cases were bad or that there were 
many serious objections to them, and that there was either a likeli- 
hood,-probability or certainty that the indictments would be held 
to be bad upon appeal. 


After Ruef's plea of guilty was entered May 14, 1907, Judge 


Dunne postponed sentencing him every two 
Weeks for eig 


months. The circumstances, together 
with District Attorn 


Langdon's statement in THE TRIBUNE, Call, Chronicle and Ex- 
aminer of Sunday, January 19, 1908, and Rabbi Nieto's statement in 
the Call of the same day, all combined to show that there 'was a 
complete agreement with the prosecution and Judge Dunne for the 
ultimate dismissal of the case in which Ruef pleaded guilty. 


It is very evident that Ruef's arrangement for immunity was 


concluded long- prior to May 14, 1907, on which day the jury was 
completed in his case. Why did the prosecution delay announcing 
his intention to plead guilty and not throw over the farce of select- 
ing the jury? Were they waiting for a psychological moment so as 
to create a big sensation? 


Now the question arises: 
Is Ruef now being prosecuted in 


good faith for the offenses alleged against him or is he being forcec 
to trial without adequate preparation merely to' coerce him into giv- 
ing testimony he has repeatedly told Heney, Langdon and Burns 
•would be false ? Is not the summary process of law being invokec 
to compel Ruef to tell to a trial jury a different story from the on 
he related under oath to the Oliver grand jury? In other words, i 
not the prosecution now trying either to punish Ruef for refusing to 
commit or convict himself of perjury, or intimidate him into assist 
ing as a witness under duress Heney and Langdon to 
mak< 


good the threat they reiterated on the stump last fall that they wouli 
send Patrick Calhoun to State prison? 


Admitting- Ruef to be guilty of all the crimes of which he stand 


accused, is he not now being proceeded against in a criminal spin 
and with a criminal intent?

Melville, who both submitted to newspaper interviews and resent- 
fully gave utterance to their private opinions of a magazine writer 
who exposed, what he represented to be, fatal defects in the con-^ 
struction and equipment-of our wars-hips. Commander Sims, the 
President's naval aid in charge of target practice in the navy, is also 
suspected of being one of the sources of information on which Henry

While we believe Secretary.Taft to be the first choice of a large 


majority of the Republicans of California, it is only fair that an 
actual poll should be taken to ascertain the Presidential preferences 
of the Republican voters. Hence the State Committee did the wise 
And proper thing by submitting the matter of Presidential prefer- 
ence to the Republican electorate at a general State primary.

The law of necessity then breaks down all social barriers and dis- 
tinctions^ During the War of the Rebellion, masters of merchant 
vessels were given commands in the navy and, some of them setjved 
with such distinction that, when the war was over, they were put in 
command of revenue cutters. , The same thing happened in the 
Spanish war. 


It has been the standing complaint, however, of officers of the 


revenue marine service that they are barred from permanent rank in 
the navy, however competent they may have proved themselves to be 
in time of war or how well they may be able to demonstrate in times 


f peace their qualifications to command a regularly commissioned 
war vessel.
